Marcella: An Obituary printed in the 
London Times — Interesting and sadly, 
rather true. Today we mourn the pass- 
ing of a beloved old friend, Common 
Sense, who has been with us for many 
years. No one knows for sure how old he 
was, since his birth records were long ago 
lost in bureaucratic red tape. He will be 
remembered as having cultivated such 
valuable lesions as: Knowing when to 
come in out of the rain; Why the early 
bird gets the worm; Life isn’t always fair; 
and Maybe it was my fault. Common 
Sense lived by simple, sound financial 
policies (don’t spend more than you can 
earn) and reliable strategies (adults, not 
children, are in charge).

Reports of: a 6- 
year-old boy charged with sexual 
harassment for kissing a class- 
mate; teens suspended from 
school for using mouthwash after 
lunch; and a teacher fired for 
reprimanding an unruly student, 
only worsened Common Sense’s 
condition. Common Sense lost 
ground when parents attacked 
teachers for doing the job that they 
themselves had failed to do in 
disciplining their unruly children. 
It declined even further when 
schools were required to get 
parental consent to administer sun 
lotion or an aspirin to a student; 
but could not inform parents when 
a student became pregnant and 
wanted to have an abortion. 
Common Sense lost the will to 
live as the churches became 
businesses; and criminals received 
better treatment than their 
victims. Common Sense took a 
beating when you couldn’t defend 
yourself from a burglar in your 
own home and the burglar could 
sue you for assault. Common 
Sense finally gave up the will to 
live, after a woman failed to realize 
that a steaming cup of coffee was 
hot.

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Japanese Shu & Bu 


Your Editor recently acquired these two gold coins through The Shopping Channel Coin Show. They were something 
not currently in her collection, and she had never heard or seen these before, hence to fascination! 


This hand hammered rectangular gold coin was issued in Japan during the final years of the "Samurai Era" from 1832 
to 1858, and is a high quality example of one of the most unusual historic gold coins of the world. These coins are 
sometimes referred to as Nisshu Kin Ingot, meaning "two shu gold". The coin is about 12 karat gold combined with an 
alloy silver, giving it a medium yellow colour. The coin weighs approximately 1.5 grams. This was perhaps the most 
colorful era of Japanese history, when the last shogun was overthrown and power was returned to the emperor once 
again. This brought about reforms on coinage and saw the end of the last rectangular coins of Japan. Includes: 
Japan 2 Shu Gold Coin 1832-1858 Samurai Era Rectangular, leather case, and COA. This other hand hammered 
rectangular gold coin was also issued in Japan during the final years of the "Samurai Era" from 1868 to 1869, and is a 
high quality example of one of the most unusual historic gold coins of the world. These coins are sometimes referred to 
as Nibu Kin Ingot, meaning "two bu gold". The coin is about 12 karat gold combined with an alloy silver, giving it a 
medium yellow colour. The coin weighs approximately 3 grams and features a floral "chrysanthemum" design. 
Includes: 1868-1869 Gold Coin Rectangular Japan 2 Bu Samurai Era, leather case, and COA. 


The Samurai armor remains one of the most interesting and rare components of the Samurai era. The armor was 
constructed from bamboo, cloth and metal. Unlike its better known counterpart, the medieval armor, the Japanese 
example was much lighter, which provided for ease of movement but compromised 

protection. The armor had to be light weight because the Samurai would often engage 

into hand to hand combat, requiring fast and precise movements. The majority of the 

armor was made from bamboo. The chest plate was usually one piece of metal while the 

arms and neck were composed of small pieces of metal tied together with colorful strings. 


The Samurai warrior was an expert in hand to hand combat. The disciplines he mastered 
included Ju Jitsu, Iaido and swordsmanship. The Samurai would fight mounted on a 
horse or on foot. It is said that some of their opponents were strong and skilled enough to 
be able to punch through the Samurai armor with a single strike from their fist.

While Canada has a rich history of 

bank notes issued for circulation by the chartered banks 

from the early 1800s through to the early 1940s, 

surviving notes from most issues prior to the 1930s are 

extremely rare. This is especially true for some of the 

smaller banks such as La Banque Ville-Marie. For many 

issues in the 1800s, there are no high grade surviving 5 1889, Banque Ville-Marie 
examples known, and in some cases, no issued _—ex- Dominion of Canada Chartered Bank Note 
amples are known in any grade. ‘ Original Printer’s Back Proof 


In some cases, one or more original "printer's proofs" 
have survived as high grade examples of these rare 
notes. These were the actual first sample notes printed 
for approval by the bank president and other officials. 
They are usually one sided notes printed on fine paper, 
and often set on card stock for presentation. Engravers 
were sometimes permitted to keep one or more proof 
samples of their work, and some of these proof notes 
were saved for many decades by the bank note printing 
company. 


Today, proof notes such as this set serve as amazing time capsules, and are some of the rarest and highest museum 
quality numismatic items ever available to collectors. There are no uncirculated or even mid grade issued examples of 
this note known to have survived. Low grade circulated examples have sold for about $5,000. 


Banque Ville-Marie, 1872-1899: Established in Montreal in 1872, La Banque Ville-Marie suspended payment on June 
25, 1899, when it was discovered that there were fraudulent over-circulation of notes that had not been shown on the 
government return. 


In addition, a substantial number of bad debts arising from fraudulent transactions had not been reported. Criminal 
prosecution was taken against several of them for theft, fraud and the filing of false returns, and the president and 
chief accountant were sentenced to jail. 


In 1959, the scale models of the Place Ville Marie 
project (which would house the Royal Bank of 
Canada) were presented to Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth II during her visit to Quebec to 
inaugurate the St. Lawrence Seaway.
